Mr.  Mayor,  Rady  and  Genteemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  second  war 
time  report  which  again  is  in  the  nature  of  an  interim  report 
consisting  mainly  of  statistical  tables. 


The  year  1940  was  in  the  main  a  healthy  one.  The 
death  rate  was  higher  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  severe 
weather  in  January  and  February  causing  rather  more 
deaths  among  the  older  age  groups  than  usual.  The  birth 
rate  was  nearly  3  per  1000  higher  than  in  the  previous  year, 
the  infant  mortality  rate  was  only  29‘9  as  compared  with 
55  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  number  of  notifiable 
diseases  was  unexpectedly  low.

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Births. 

There  were  329  live  births  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year,  viz.,  165  males  and  164  females.  Of  these  13  males  and 
10  females  were  illegitimate.  This  gives  a  birth  rate  of 
16*9  per  1000  living  ;  the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
being  146. 

Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  after  allowing  for  inward 
and  outward  transfers  was  270.  This  gives  a  crude  death 
rate  of  13' 9  per  1000  of  the  estimated  resident  population. 
The  Registrar-General  publishes  a  comparability  factor  of 
O’ 88,  and  if  this  is  used  it  gives  a  comparative  death  rate 
of  122,  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  143. 

Infant  Mortaeity. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  was  10.  This 
gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  299  per  1000  registered 
live  births  ;  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  generally 
was  55.

Only  96  houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing 
and  Public  Health  Acts  and  of  these  25  were  found  unfit.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
whole  Island  are  killed  at  the  Government  controlled 
slaughter  houses  in  the  Borough  and  this  has  added  greatly 
to  the  work  of  the  Meat  and  Food  Inspector.
